sá military issues of the war. The motive of 


the German game at Brest-Litovsk was 
probably two-fold. In the first place, the 
German Government may have been really 
anxious to use the Bolsheviks as catspaws 
for negotiations for a general peace with 
the Allies. In the next place, it was cer- 
tainly anxious to conclude peace with 
Russia, and, in the process, to propitiate 
the more independent elements of the 
German democracy. The former object, 
if it existed, has now failed definitely. 
The Western Allies will refuse to have 
any dealings with the murderers of the 
free Parliament of Russia: by their own 
act the Bolsheviks have put themselves 
out of court as ambassadors of a general 
peace. During the last few days Germany 
has begun to drop the mask of civility 
at Brest-Litovsk. General Hoffmann’s 
reminder to M. Trotzky that Germany is 
now an armed conqueror on Russian soil 
was as brutal as it was true. She will pro- 
bably proceed to dictate her terms without 
further delay. Obviously she does not want 
to renew fighting with Russia. She needs all 
her troops on the western front, and is, 
perhaps, a little afraid of the Napoleonic 
precedent of 1812. If Germany now tells 
Messrs. Trotzky and Lenin that they must 
make peace immediately on her own terms, 
what will be their answer? They see that 
already the Ukraine is negotiating for 
peace on its own account. They know that 
the precarious fidelity of their followers 
is based wholly on the hope of an early 
peace. They know that, if they refuse to 
make peace, Germany, though she may 
not renew war, will be able to increase 
the agonies of Russia's starving people. 
We think that, unless they are anticipated 
by a counter-revolution—of which no sign 
is visible—the Bolsheviks will soon make 


Railway Accidents. 


The lamentable loss of life through the 
' railway accident near Carlisle on Saturday 
strikes home to us even amid the tragedi¢s 
of war. Fortunately, we are able to believe 
that nobody was to blame. There w o 
carelessness, no mechanical defect, n s- 
taken signal. The accident seems to have 
| been due to pure misadventure—a land- 
| slide caused by the recent weather. The 
scene was a wild district about fifteen 
| miles south of Carlisle where the Midland 
line runs through tunnels and cuttings. 
It was in one of the latter that tons of 
earth were dislodged by the combined in- 
fluences of severe frost and thaw, and 
blocked both lines. The driver of the 
express on approaching the cutting saw 
those great mounds of earth in front of 
him. His presence of mind in applying 
the brakes broke the impact; otherwise 
the wreck must have been still more 
damaging. ‘The train was derailed, and 
part of it was diverted into tunnelling 
in the bank. Nearly all the killed and 
injured ‘were traveiling in the first two 
coaches. It is a feature of the times in 
which we live that the women behaved 
wonderfully; there was no fainting or 
hysteria; the grief and suffering were 
borne with war-time fortitude. Military 
officers did wonders in rescue work, and 
nurses took charge of urgent cases. It 
might have been feared that, with depleted 
staffs and additional demands on them, 
the efficiency of our railways could not 
have been fully maintained during the 
war, but, on the whole, they have stood the 
test with gratifying success.

time. These, we submit, are the vital | 
facts—-the only facts which the Western | 
Alhes can affond. to consider during the | 
coming months. It is quite true that | 
symptoms of unrest are increasing in the 
Central Empires ;that Austria-Hungary is 
heartily tired of the war; that her peace- 
aims, as defined by Count Czernin, have | 
ceased to be reconcilable with those of | 
Berlin ; that even in Germany hunger and 
disappointment are putting a severe strain 
on the national moral. These things are 
tewe, but for the Western Allies they are | 
only a part, and the least important part, 
of the truth. There has been a dangerous 
tendency in these countries of late to think 
of peace in terms of politics rather than 
in terms of guns and bayonets. That 
blessed Word “self-determination”’’ has 
lulled some of us into forgetfulness of the 
fact that, whatever democracy may dó in 
Germany, Austria, and Russia, the fate of 
human liberty is about to be decided by 
vast armies in France and Flanders. It is 
because many peéeple, in canvassing the

admirable statements of Mr, Lloyd George 
and President Wilson, have lost sight of | 
this essential fact, that the Government's 
call for more men for the Army is now | 
being resisted by some of the trade unions 
in Englartl. We believe that the engineers 
and others are holding back partly, indeed, 
through selfishness, but largely because 
all the recent talk of “ political arrange 
ment” has clouded their vision of. the 
urgent need. That need can be put in a 
sentence: the Germans are about to strike 
their last blow with desperate energy, and, 
if the Allies fail to meet it, they wall lose 
the war. Every new soldier in our Army 
today is worth a thousand speeches or 
leading articles on the virtues of a League 
of Nations. The League of Nations will 
come if we win the war—but not other- 
wise. It is utter folly to suggest that 
the political aspect of the war has begun 
to overshadow its military aspect. Poli 
fical deve lopments may help us, but there 
is only one sure way of safety—the final 
destruction of Prussian militarism by the 
Allied Armies in the field.
